One Must Learn To Adapt Fabrics and Shapes 
To Her Needs — The New Models Are 


Full of Possibilities— Trimmings. 


IDICULOUS, or not, straw is 

one of the most important 

fabrics of mid-winter mil- 

linery showings, even when 
these showings are made up of 
models designed for immediate 
wear in the north. One may not 
ignore it in the business of choos- 
ing the right hat for the special 
purpose, but one must also bear 
in mind the very evident fact that 
4#t 19 better in combination than 
by itself if it is to be worn with 
@ winter coat. 

There is much talk, and a deal 
of action, as well, of “Hat Con- 
sciousness.” And this talk is time- 
ly, for never have there been 80 
many types of millinery, and, 
therefore, so many possibilities of 
the wrong choice of the individual 
hat. There are models that make 
you look young—the right lines, 
color, or type of trimming will do 
this, and by the same token, there 
are models that will add ten years 
to your age. For hats are, if any- 
thing, individual. 

Mode] Hats—For Spring 


In a brief review of the offerings 
that are being presented for pre- 
geason choice, one must Include 
the beret, turban, cloche and hel- 
met influences, none of them: rew, 
but all of them useful. There is 
no sign of the passing of the ad- 
justable crown, it would be oad 
news, indeed, if this were t- hap- 
pen. There are many small shapes, 
a fair proportion of medium 
shapes, and the inevitable sprink- 
ling of picture hats that presages 
epring. 4 

Height is retainer in many of 
the crowns that are featured for 
spring. But if height does. not 
become you, you will be just as 
up-to-date in a draped, creased, 
tucked or folded crown, which may 
be changed to your moods and 
fancies. Rolled brims, . slightly 
drooping brims,,and hats with no 
brim at all are included in all 
the collections. Again—there is 
no excuse for an unbecoming hat. 

Huge collars on coats—whether 
the latter be of cloth ov fur—are 
responsible for the very narrow 
brim in back, but if they were not, 
the neatly bobhed head would 
make the same demand. Which 
reminds us of the ever burning 
question of short hair. For hair 
eontinues short, and while the style 
of the cut may change, the fashion 
will not, and only the woman who 
finds long hair more suitable to 
her individual style will wear it. 


The Matter Of Brims 

The woman with a very round, 
full face, the woman with a very 
thin face, and the woman with 
glasses should wear a brim, even 
though it be narrow. The one pos- 
sible exception is the hat with a 
beret crown that can be manipu- 
lated into becomingness wherever 
& shadow is needed. The slant 
does this. The wide brim !s again 
a factor, for with the summer it 
will take on deserved popularity. 
It is not a large collar hat, for it 
results in a most unbecoming and 
ugly line. 

There is solace and there is 
danger in bright colors, for they 
may be little short of hideous if 
they are not right, although it is 
generally known that they will 
make the face beneath them more 
youthful, if they are the correct 
shade. Crinkled and _ scalloped 
brims are youthful, too, but a word 
of warning is imperative concern- 
ing the wearing of the hat far 
back on the hvad. Let the school 
girl do it—the average will find 
it smart, Dut the more mature 






woman should be careful of this 


style, 

Be wary of stiffness, whether it 
be in the line of the hat or the 
trimming on it. Many of us have 
had the disconcer experience 
that results from ring a hat that 
 geems becoming in the shop and 


when tried on at home. Wher 


crown and brim are adjustable this 
possibility 1s done away with, for 
both may be changed to conform 
to a collar or a neckline that needs 
a variant. There is grace in soft- 
ness, little of beauty in stiffness. 
Materials Are Interesting 

The backbone of every season, 
felt heads the list. So really beau- 
tiful are the newer felts that one 
feels loth to omit them from her 
list—and one need not. They are 
quite as supple as their newest 
name—of “handkerchief felt’— 
implies. They do everything that 
one could wish a hat material to 
do and do it well. One shop win- 
dow on Fifth Avenue was filled, 
the other day, with models of 
black zebra felt—signifying the 
importance of black and of dull 
and satin stripes. 

Both smooth and coarse straws 
have made their appearance. We 
look for our favorites—the Bang- 
kok, Milan and ballibuntl straws— 
and find them. And we also find 
the rougher weaves that are so 
effective. Satin and grosgrain rib- 
bon are very much in the mode~— 
they are ideat fabrics, and are also 
used in combination with straw— 
felt 1s, too. A group of clever 
models in a window display showed 


~varlatisite“eb-$elt and crocheted 


straw in combination—charming 
for immediate wear. 

Trimmings are important, both 
in the mode, and the individual 
choice of a hat. Placement of 
trimmings is another serious mat- 
ter—-there is youth in decorative 
motifs placed low over the ears— 
one ear or both. Simplicity is al- 
ways good, so far as trimmings are 
concerned, and both of these char- 
acteristic bits of decoration are 
very apparent in the new models. 
The jeweled pin is a favorite with 
designers and they do some very 
clever things with it. 

Draping A Favorite Motif 

The turban is in evidence, of 
course, but were it not, we would 
still be reminded of it, for many 
of the crowns are draped when the 
hat is not a turban shape at all. 
And the crown that is not manipu- 
lated in some way or other is 
grouped with the minority. There 
are many two tone effects in the 
newest models, also high colors, 
but the small black hat is the de- 
light of the woman who would add 
zest to her hat wardrobe while 
snow is yet on the ground. 

Influences are apparent in the 
models pictured. In the small hat 
of grosgrain ribbon and straw the 
backward sloping crown is illus- 
trated—not so difficult to wear as 
many imagine. There is a hint of 
the beret in the use of the straw 
of this crown, the brim is a brim 
without advertising the fact, and 
the ornamental pin is the only 
ornament that would be just right 
for a hat of this type. 

Ribbon in two shades of the 
same color—this is a popular use 
of this fundamental—makes the 
little hat that reminds one of a 
tea cosey.
